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1* As regards his sojourn in the United States, Frashsrl 

indicated that he would prefer taking a low oost reeidenoe 
in Washington to living in Hew fork* To this Frashsrl 
reeelved the reply that, in view of his age, the allmate 
In Washington was not too good* 


2* During the eonvereation Froeherl mentioned his desire to 
have wdue Marks OJoni serve on the Committee for Free 
A lbania, and said that his father. Prince Harks GJeni, 
hod refused* At one point, Frasheri sold, "ftipi thinks 
more of no then he does of Zee* ” Frashsrl also stated that 
he wished to bring Fossil A nta l and Halil Had to the 
United States to participate in fetooAof America broadcasts 
to Albania*

Frashsrl indicated that he would like to obtain the service# 
of Sin Cia Jakova In connection with the Kosovo q u e st I o n * 
Frashsrl let it be understood that he did mot like Sajd 
Kryesln beosnse the other Kosovo re teal that Sajd le not a 
proper representative sod that Xhsfer Peva would be a better 
one, despite the fact that Devw was a eeUeboretar whereas 
Sajd fought against the Osmans* In any case, Praehsrl said

2* Kapi told that ho hod loft Cairo In Juno* 1949, and twdloatod 
that ho hod boon approached by Maclean and (any and too 
unidontifiod Anorieana, bat did not oagr whether tide oaa 
in Cairo or alaewher#. Whon ho loft Cairo, Kapi oaa told 
by oaH&ng Zog that ho should plane Vooi lotto (tho son of 
Kooo lotto) and Mae Hatha Ojocd on tho Ccandttoo for Free 
A l b a nia* At that tin* Zog aloo isotrnetod ftapi that ho 
should too to it that Zog*# leadership was protoetod. 

% 8ubse<juently, Kupi diaouased tho nattor with Priaee Harka 
OJtai, who in tom took tho nattor up with Fcrlaoi* Foriaoi 
oald that tho B.K.I. would doeldo whan to jdoes on tho 
Ooaodttoo and that tho B.I.I# ohoold bo ro prosanto d as a 
party and not a* individual#. At a rooult Marita OJcni did 
not aorta to having hit ton on tho Cooodttoo in a partly 
individual capacity. 

4* fapi atatod that ho and Frasheri havo a oritton acrianont 
that thoy will not engags in partioon politiao aa long aa 
thoy art ooaboro of tho Ooeedtte#. So oaid that ha had 
joinod tha Oaowittoa on thio condition and that ho would 
toko proper aotion if oaid condition woo not adhwed to*

Eoobotar to carry on guerrilla warforo In Albania lndopond 
ently of hia support will too froltlooo. However, ho foorod 
that tho Aacrlean and British anthnrltloo woold giro thoftr 
ontiro aupport to tho Bolll Eoafecter* in whioh oaoo ho fait 
thag would too batting on tho wrong boroe. So oold that tho 
BlIXt Knri)ftAf vMdd bsvt bun iljMyuM Xing itm ted nit 
tho halted statoo and Oroot Britain revived it tog teo&r 
intoroot and aupport . Although willing to oo o po r ate for tho 
good of tho oonnoa eeaoe, Kupi odd* ho will oontlauo to ho

1* Pell, oho (aooording to ooureo) 1* not veil regarded by 
other asobers of the Belli Koebetar, who scout* him of 
being sons thing of an opportunist, expressed the view 
that the composition of the Coentttee eoa a happy eheiet 
and aald that he eaa glad that the B.K«X* was not r e pr ese nt - 
*d in it* He produced a letter vhieh be had r oe a i vud free 
a friend In Bone end eblob etated that Farlael and bin onp- 
pertera were earrying on propaganda unfavorable to tho 
Coenlttoo end were attempting to bring tbs Albwli 
refuge** in Italy to tend a cable of pretest to itashlngtosi, 
denouncing the proeent Coonittee aa not being a representative 
groopi a s iailar oabls was being planned for dispateh to 
JUmdxn* In tho eourse of hla cenrereation Pell did not 
w ent Io n Fraaherl but em p h a si se d the popularity of Abae 
Krooni among tho Albanian intelligentsia, and hla rwalltloo 
for leadership in the future* 

8* Fall apsis* openly about tho sixty Albanians being trained 
on Malt* by the British end aadd that Abas Srasnl wee on 
hla way to Malta to take command of them* He else mentioned 
that the Italian Government is applying pressure anong tho 
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Albanian rofugeoe in Italy to Join "a preparatory Military 
organisation" similar to that in Malta, but la moating with 
llttlo suocose. Ra also said that sons four hundred Albanian 
refugees who had arrived in Italy trait Om a s a sons months ago 
ara now being askad by tha Italian Gov e rn m en t to rattan to 
Greece or to go to other ©ountrieo. 

1* whila in Haw York tho aeabora of the Committee praaawtad 
themselves to the Albanians there as a united group wmkbig 
together for a common cause parallel to that of other similar 
national groups composed of Bulgarians, Hungarians and 
Rumanians. However, the real relationship anting than is 
ana of diffidence j thus far no aerie** problem hare arlaan 
to put their spirit of cooperation and sincerity to a real 
teat. 

2* Kupi, Kotfca, Kryeziu and Pali all stated that they had been 
promised by American officials that they would hare aa 
Albanian language broadcast and a weekly publication in 
Albanian. This broadcast was not to be transmitted over 
the Voice of America but by a private network, probably tha 
NBC. Abas Kupi and Nuci Kotta anticipated a clash whan tho 
time came to choose the personnel for the paper and tho 
broadcast) they thought that the Ball! Konbetar would try 
to put their own people in these posts, and Abas Kupi 
feared that the American and British authorities would 
give preference to maobera of the Ball! Koobetar, which 
he fait had already been favored when slaty w as h e rs of that 
group had been recruited to receive training on Malta* 

3* Midhat Frsuaheri did not receive a warm welcome from members 
of his own party and from other groups of Albanians whom ho 
had hoped to win over to his side. In addition to tha dispute 
botwoon him and Hassan Doati reported above, those wma another 
incident which would seam to lndloate a certain leek of pres 
tigs on tho part of Fratoerl. This developed wham, after 
Falk Quku had asked Frasheri if he would like to moot an 
Albanian Committee from New York, the group sent a message 
to Frasheri later in toe day that they would be unable to 
corns. Quku himself has stated that ha is no longer n member 
of toe Balli Koobetar and that ha is trying to tom a now 
party with American Albanians*
